The plan answered the stipula- 
tion disclosed to have been made 
by Britain and the United States 
Gen. Giraud remain as the 
supreme authority over the French 
military establishment in North 
Africa, a vital base for Allied oper- 
ations. | 
The committee, which took nearly | 
three hours to reach its decision 
this afternoon, now is expected to 
divert its attention to less contro-

DETROIT, June 22.— Motorized 
army troops restored law and order 
to Detroit today after violent race 
riots, but production slumped in 
war plants because of an excessive 
rate of absenteeism among Negro 
workers. 

Federal army detachments in 
battle uniforms bivouacked along 
a two-mile stretch of Woodward 
Avenue, the city’s main thorough- 
fare, and mobile units — light 

tanks, jeeps and armored cars— 
rolled through narrower streets 
of the Negro section with guns 
loaded and orders to “use them— 
if necessary.” 

The troops moved into the city | 
shortly before midnight under 
direct orders from President Roose- 
velt to halt rioting Negro and white 
mobsters whose 24-hour reign of | 
terror left 26 persons dead, nearly | 
700 injured and thousands of dollars | 
of property damage. Tension seem- 
ed to vanish with arrival of the 

soldiers.

Mr. Paterson has been inspecting 
production conditions across Can- 
ada, and has been in this country 
for the last six weeks.

“I am particularly interested in 
getting first hand knowledge of 
the hog production’ picture, along 
with other products, such as dried 
eggs and cheese,” he said.

On 
the other hand, to open up a second 
front in Europe during the present 
year would bring the war to a 
speedy conclusion and therefore 
mean a colossal saving in life for 
the anti-Hitler coalition.” 


ALLIANCE STRONGER 

Tne statement said that the alli- 
ance among Russia, Britain and the 
United States was growing strong- 
er as the war progressed. 

“The armies of the freedom-liv- 
ing nations have grown in numbers 
and power and their fighting solid- 
arity has been strengthened. eT 

“Our Allies are giving ever- 

increasing assistance in arma- 
ment and supplies... . Powerful 
blows by the Red army in the 
east are merged with the blows 
of our allies for the rout of the 

Italo-German armies in North 
Africa. At the same time, the 
Allied air force is inflicting ever 
more telling blows on Germany 
and Italy.” 

The might of the Red army itself 
has grown into a “dread power 
tempered in battle,” the statement 
said, and is burning with a desire 
to finish off the Fascist beast.” 


NAZIS DETERIORATE 

By contrast Germany has deter- 
iorated sharply both militarily and 
politically, the Soviets said. 

Militarily, the statement said, the 
Germans have lost the greater part

approached the 1,000-bomber class. 

Fighter on intruder patrols over 
France and Belgium also attacked 
railway targets and the airfield at 
Poix, the communique said. 

R.C.A.F. headquarters announc- 
ed that 10 Canadian bombers and 
one fighter were missing after the 
night’s operations. ' 

Fifty-two bombers were lost in 
the 1,000-plane attack on Bremen 
on June 25, 1942, and 44 were lost 
over Cologne on May 30, 1942, in 
the first of the 1,000-bomber attacks. 

Two weeks ago 43 bombers of the 
“greatest attacking force yet sent 
over Germany”—all four-engined 
planes—failed to return from an at- 
tack on Duesselforf and Muenster. 
These were the R.A.F.’s greatest 
bombing losses. 

IMPORTANT CENTRE 

Krefeld is an important textile 
and railway centre 10 miles west of 
the Ruhr and near the Netherlands 
yore and is noted for its manu- 
acture of speciat steels for air- 
craft armor plate and its output of 

sulphuric acid for explosives. 

The raid was the 22nd on Krefeld 
since the beginning of the war, but 
the first in 1943.

After coming through such a tour 
airmen are sent to operational 
training schools for duty instruct- 
ing other airmen just moving up to 
the fighting formations. 

Normally it takes about six 
months to complete a tour of 
operations and the operational 
training instruction tour runs six 
to eight months. Airmen will 
Spend from one to two years 
overseas before returning. 

The leave granted to return to 
Canada will be eight weeks, allow- 
ing four weeks to make the trip and 
four weeks at home. 


Catholics Are 
Leading Group 
In Dominion 


OTTAWA, June 22.—(CP)—The 
Dominion bureau of statistics re- 
ported yesterday that results of 
the 1941 census showed Roman 


Catholics, including those of the 
Greek Catholic faith, comprised 
43.3 per cent of Canada’s total 
population, and that nine of the 
principal religious denominations 

in Canada had more than 100,000 

adherents. 

The bureau said five other de- 
nominations had from 25,000 to 100,- 
000 adherents. Leading Protestant 
denominations were the United 
Church of Canada, whose followers 
comprised 19.2 per cent of the total 
population; Anglicans, with 15.2 per 
cent, and Presbyterians, 7.2 per 
cent

Figures for each of the religions 
having more than 100,000 followers, 
with percentages of the total popu- 
lation brackets, follow: 

Anglican, 1,751,188 (15.2); Bap- 
fist, 483,592 (4.2); Greek Orthodox,

Lutheran, 401,153 (3.5); Mennonite, 
111,380 (1.0); Presbyterian, 829,147 
(7.2); Roman Catholic, 4,986,552

In Quebec, persons of Roman 
Catholic faith comprised 86.9 per 
cent of the population, and in 
New Brunswick 48.2 per cent. In 
Ontario and the prairie provinces 
they formed roughly one-fourth 
of the population, and in British 
Columbia only 13.9 per cent. 

Almost 30 per cent of Ontario's

A Typical Week-End 


Friedrichshafen used to be known to 
the world as the place where Count Zep- 
pelin carried on his experiments with the 
dirigible balloon. It is located in the south- 
west of» Germany, as far from British 
bases as Munich. Dirigibles have gone out 
of fashion, but the builders of radio loca- 
tion instruments found the location 
Suitable for their purposes, perhaps 
because the city stands on the shore of 
Lake Constance. Swiss reports say it was 
bombed Sunday night by a fleet of planes 
which took 20 minutes to pass over Zurich. 
Dirigibles built at Friedrichshafen did 
most of the air-raiding on England in the 
first great war. Relatives of the civilians 
thus killed will read with interest the re- 
Bults of the Sunday night attack. 

The big week-end raid however was 
that on the Schneider works at Le Creusot, 
far to the south-east of Paris, in formerly 
“unoccupied” France. Big guns, armor 
plate and locomotives were the specialties 
of the mile square plant, the largest in 
France. Enemy broadcasts admit that the 
damage done was “enormous”. 

On the southern front heavy attacks 
were made on Reggio Calabria and San 
Giovanni in the Italian boot, and on Syra- 
cuse, old-time capital of the kings of Sicily. 
Rome radio lists five more places on the 
mainland and the island which came in for 
strafing. 

Altogether it was a typical week-end 
in the air war, and a lot of new jobs await 
the demolition squads and reconstruction 
units of the Axis.

Time for a Show-Down 


A broad hint comes from London that 
Britain and the United States may end the 
®quabbling at Algiers by taking control of 
the French colonial possessions and hold- 
ing them in trust until France is restored. 
Something of the kind is inevitable unless 
De Gaulle and Giraud can compromise 
their differences, or unless the provisional 
governing committee takes matters in 
hand and exercises authority with or with- 
out the consent of either or both. 

The loyalty of neither of the Generals 
to France is in question, nor is it profit- 
able to examine too closely into the causes 
of their cleavage. Whatever the reasons, 
temperamental or political, the important 
fact is that after weeks of close associa- 
tion and months of long-range consulta- 
tion, they have not reached the effective 
unity that is essential if the manpower and 
resources of the French colonies are to be 
mobilized and used to full advantage. 

Announcements that agreement had 
been attained have been followed by fresh 
outbursts of unhelpful contrdversy, Gov- 
erning and military officials in the African 
territories and farther afield must be 
wondering which leader they are supposed 
to obey, and are probably solving the prob- 
lem by taking their own courses. 

That is not good enough. The Allies 
are entitled to expect the colonies to con- 
tribute according to their population and 
resources to the common task, which they 
obviously cannot do under divided com- 
mand. If the Generals cannot give the 
leadership that is required and the com- 
mittee won't, the interests of France and 
the Allies demand that some other and 
competent directing authortiy step into the 
picture.

Naturally enough, but unfortunately, 
the unspoken impression has spread across 
Canada that the Axis 1s doomed to collapse 
in Europe in a matter of months, and that 
Japan cannot long hold out after its allies 
give up. There is no clear warrant for 
either assumption. Germany's aggression 
has been curbed, but its power of resist- 
ance to attack has not even been put to the 
test. Japan is fighting its own battle, with 
no help from its allies, and building up its 
strength out of materials extracted from 
the over-run territories. 

Yet Canadian war plants are tied up, 
in parliament political squabbles are on the 
daily program, and everywhere there can 
be detected symptoms of a relaxing of war 
interest. These things do not look good 
against the background of the global war 
scene as it stands. They are dangerous in 
the actual and threatened slackening of the 
nation’s war effort. 

The warnings are therefore timely that 
for the western Allies the heavy fighting is 
still to come. To imagine anything else is 
self-deception. To even hope otherwise is 
not justified by the known enemy strength 
that has to be aioe down. 


Allied authorities in North Africa have 
denied that Marshal Badoglio and Prince 
Umberto—or any other official emmis- 
saries—have arrived there on a fishing 
expedition to find out whether something 
could be gained if Italy dropped out of the 
war. Nor are there likely to be any official 
manoeuvres of the kind while Mussolini 
remains in power. The bald fact is that he 
could not take Italy out of the war if he 
wanted to. The country is garrisoned by 
German troops and over-run by the ges- 
tapo. King Victor Emmanuel might head a 
popular revolt against Hitler; but he would 
have to start by getting rid of Mussolini 
and his gang—including Badoglio of Abys- 
sinian memory.

Churches 


Word has also gotten out regard- 
ing the attitude of the German 
churches. Through religious chan- 
nels we learn that the German 
churches are already planning 
methods of co-operation with re- 
ligious forces in other countries to 
build a lasting peace after the war. 
It is revealed that the church has 
never ceased its protests against 
the persecution of the Jews and 
the degradation of the law courts 
by the Nazis. 

The church also claims to have 
protected large parts of the youth 
against intoxication by Nazi ideol- 
ogy. And this is borne out by a 
report by Drew Middleton from 
North Africa, who says that Hitler 
is not the idol of the younger Ger- 
man soldiers. 

Further more the execution of 
young people by the Gestapo in 
Germany is on the increase, 
according to reports reaching us 
from various nearby neutral 
sources, This growing revulsion of 
precisely that generation which the 
democracies have held to be 
totally lost, is so interesting that 
it needs some further analysis.

A mug of cocoa made from water | 


distilled from the oily Thames was 
handed up to me from a lifeboat 
yesterday. It was hot and tasty. 

But it was much more than a 
comforting drink—it was a sign 
that two of the shipwrecked sea- 
man’s worst enemies, thirst and 
cold, had been conquered. 

For the cocoa was made from 
water first distilled and then boiled 
on a small grey stove soon to be 


|part of standard lifeboat equip- 


ment. 

The stove looks like a small 
bathroom geyser. It burns almost 
any type of fuel—briquettes stuffed 
into odd corners of the boat, damp 
wood, paraffin— and distils half a 
gallon of fresh water an hour, 

Painted on the still are instruc- 
tions on how to make hot drinks, 


an oil rag will give off a dense 
smoke signal if burned in the 
stove. 

Two men are chiefly responsible 
for the new device. 


They are Mr. James A. Mul- 


hern, a 70-year old Liverpool en- 
|gineer, and Mr. George Keenan, a 
| 38-year-old Board of Trade sur- 
| veyor, who lives at Great Crosby, 
near Liverpool. 

Their initials “K.M.” have been 
combined to give the device its 
name. 

They worked for months, their 
efforts sustained and energized by 
the achievement of a chief engineer 
who rigged up a still from a petrol 
can and a biscuit tin and, burning 
driftwood, kept his crew alive for 
19 days until they were rescued. 

I was given other good news of 
the progress made in the struggle 
to save life at sea. 

Life saving waistcoats are fitted 
with rope gear to ease the work of 
rescue. Portable ladders will help 
men to climb into the boats. 

The fat content of the biscuits 
provided has been trebled—from

| resistance to exposure. 

Preparations for removing fuel 
oil are furnished, and side-seat ex- 
tensions will enable men to lie full 
length.

Norway, this coast is undefend- 
able in its whole length but pro- 
vides many advantageous defense 
positions. Large groups of islands 
cover the approaches to the 
country’s east coast in the Aegean 
Sea, the entrance of which is 
thoroughly blocked by the island 
of Crete. The interior of both the 
Greek mainland and the Pelopon- 
nesos is covered by high, wild 
mountains that are unfertile and 
sparsely populated. Motorized 
land transport would meet diffi- 
culties. But while the southern 
part of Norway's western coast is 
accessible with relative ease from 
Allied bases, the Greek and Al- 
banian coasts could be reached 
only from North African bases, 
of which Alexandria and Tripoli 
are too distant. The Cyrenaica 
ports are not suitable as bases for 
large-scale operations in view of 
their isolation, scarcity of water, 
and lack of suitable connections 
with the main Allied supply lines. 
This situation will be improved 
when the whole of North Africa 
is in Allied possession. 

Albania has a straight, more 
accessible coast. In its centre are 
large plains, partly swampy, that 
have been notorious for malaria. 
Whe northern and southern parts 
of the coast line are rough and 
mountainous. The climate is hard, 
with short but very cold winters 
and hot summers, 


HEALTHIER CLIMATE 

The climate of Greece is on the 
whole healthier, and the Greek 
west coast is low and flat in places, 

articularly in the northwestern 
eh nach Be where large plains 
extend along the coast. Of the 
strategically important islands at 
the west coast, Zante, with its low- 
lands, offers the most favorable 
conditions for military operations. 
Cephalonia is covered with rocky 
and.fairly high mountains and has 
little water supply. Santa Maura 
is also rough and mountainous, 
while Corfu, though mountainous 
in its northern part, consists of low 
country in its southern third. 

(c) Crete is likely to be strongly 
defended, so that its reoccupation 
would require a difficult large-scale 
operation bound to bring about 
heavy losses. It can be assumed 
that the smaller Aegean islands are 
fess thoroughly fortified, but the 
mature of these islands is favorable 
to defense, and an attack against 
them would require a type of war- 
fare similar to ‘that employed 
against the Japanese garrisons in 
the Solomons and other island 
groups of the Pacific. This would 
mean a costly, long-drawn-out war, 
far from the Allies’ land bases. On 
the Greek mainland the enemy, 4s 
in Norway, is likely to have larger 
reserves in the interior and aloug 
the main traffic tines, but coastal 
defenses will be sufficiently strong 
to gain time for the bringing up of 
reinforcements. Air and naval bases 
inland would secure superiority 
over an invader who would have to 
bring up his fighter planes on car- 
riers. On the west coast the enemy 
is likely to have stronger ar- 
risons in and around the more im- 
portant ports and islands that are 
more exposed than those on the 
east coast. In Albania the larger 
cities are not distant from the coast 
and serve as main garrisons. 

Conclusions: Even if Crete could 
be reconquered and the Aegean 
Islands taken one by one, an attack 
against the final objective—Salo- 
nika and the plains of Macedonia 
and Thrace—would have to be pre- 
ceded by an occupation of the 
Greek mainland, which in German 
hands would provide dangerous air 
bases against, the flank and the 
rear of an invasion force. But an 
attack against Crete, the Aegean 
Islands, and subsequently the 
Greek mainland would require too 
much time to be of any great value. 

An invasion of western Greece 
and southern Albania seems more 
feasible.

The objectives to be reached in 
southern Norway seem hardly im- 
portant enough to warrant the 
sacrifices that would be required 
in the face of a doubtful success, 
Even as a diversive action, an 
attack against Norway seems un- 
promising and would be justified 
only if the safety of the northern 
supply lines to Russia should be- 
come a vital question for the con- 
tinuation of the war in that coun- 
try, or else if it was assured that 
Sweden would join the Allies after 
a successful invasion of Norway. 
In these cases the invasion should 
be undertaken with the strongest 
air, naval, and land forces as an 
all-out attack. 

Altogether, isolated operations 
against any of these countries, 
again with the exception of Italy, 
are likely to cause losses out of 
proportion to the possible results. 

The situation with regard to 

Italy is different. The public 

vastly overrates the effects of a 
successful invasion of this coun- 
try upon the progress of the war, 

yet important objectives could 

be reached without excessively 
great sacrifices. However, none 
of these objectives, besides lead- 
ing to greater but by no means 
absolute safety of the Mediter- 
ranean, would mean more than 
reaching new and more favor- 
able positions for further offens- 
ive and highly speculative actions 
that could later be started only 
after additional long-drawn out 
preparations. If the southeastern 
coast of Italy could be teken, the

Negro and white leaders alike

—the nation’s worst civil disturb- 
ance since the First World War— 
and urged immediate steps to 
prevent recurrence of the bloody 
street fighting. 

They met with Mayor Edward J. 
Jeffers, Jr., and issued statements 
describing the rioting as “outrage- 
ous violations of civic peace and 
national unity.” 

“This is not an isolated incident 
arising from a chance first fight,” 
a statement by white leaders read. 
“It is part of an organized national 
fifth column conspiracy to break 
out unity and disrupt the home 
production front.” 


RIOTS INSPIRED 

They charged that the Ku Klux 
Klan and “other fifth column eie- 
ments” inspired the riots and ask- 
ed an “immediate roundup and ar- 
rest of all known Klan and other 


The negro statement said it wished 


to tell the white citizens of Detroit 
that the negro people are their 
friends.” 

The federal troops were ord- 
ered into Detroit by President 
Roosevelt, 

The presidential orders, issued 
at the request of Gov. Harry F. 
Kelly, whose declaration of a stale 
of emergency was ignored by the 
rioters, commanded all persons 
engaged in “unlawful and insur- 
rectionary proceedings” to disperse 
and return to their homes at once 
TROOPS IN ACTION 

Almost simultaneously Secretary 
of War Henry L. Stimson announe- 
ed at Washington that he had di- 
rected Maj. Gen. Henry S. Aurand, 
commanding the Sixth Service 
Command at Chicago, to use troops 
to suppress the disturbances. 

But even before the orders of 
Mr. Roosevelt and Stimson were 
made public 1,100 federal troops 
swung up Woodward avenue— 
Detroit's main thoroughfare-- 
and into debris-littered “Para- 
dise Vailey’—the city’s shabby 
negro quarters. 

Within a few minutes streets 
were cleared and peace was re- 
stored. However, the streets still 
bore evidence of the rioting—over- 
turned and demolished cars and 
trucks, looted shops, broken glass 
and bloody remnants of clothing 
scattered almost everywhere. 

1§ SLAIN BY POLICE 

The death toll reached 25 — 22 
Negroes and three whites—at 4:25 
a.m. today with at least 15 of the 
victims reportedly slain by police. 
Dr. Austin Z. Howard, chief sur- 
geon at receiving hospital, which 
alone treated more than 500 of the 
jinjured, described the rioting as 
|the “worst calamity” in Detroit's 
history. 

The fighting began Sunday 
night on the bridge to Belle Isle 
Perk—an island off the east side 
of the city—with a fist fight be- 
tween a Negro and a white man, 


The rioting continued until it 
reached full batéle proportions 
yesterday. 


Kelly's state of emergency pro-| 


clamation ordered everyone, except 
those going to and from work in 
Detroit's busy war plants, fo ob- 
serve a 10 p.m, curfew, Bar rooms 
and places of amusement, including 
theatres, were closed until “fur- 
ther notice.” However, thousands of 
persons—whites and Negroes—ig- 
nored the curfew until federal 
troops arrived, 

There were pitched battles every- 
where despite police efforts to dis- 
perse rioters with tear gas and gun 
fire.

ANOTHER PROOF 

Now let us turn to another prool 
of this socialist fallacy that the 
poor were poor because the rich 
were rich. If that had been the case, 
then by taxing the rich and distrib- 
uting the proceeds to the poor, 
conditions could have been recti- 
fied. Yet it is a fact that in England, 
an outstanding example of a coun- 
try where taxation has been pro- 
gressively increased during the 
years between the two wars in 
order to provide social services, 
conditions got worse and worse 
Rich and poor alike got poorer. In 
a greater or lesser degree that has 
been the experience of all countries 
operating under our present finan- 
cial system ° 

The cause of the trouble was 
financial. The restriction of pur 
chasing power under our present 
system automatically led to the re 
striction of production, which, in 
turn, resulted in uremployment 
the curtailment of wages, and the 
further restriction of purchasing 
power—and so on, in a vicious 
spiral of recurring depressions. 

The problem we face, therefore, 
is essentially a money question. It 
is a problem of distributing suffi 
cient purchasing power to enable 
people to buy available goods and 
services—and to ensure that this 
purchasing power is equitably dis-

Mr. Farmilo told his listeners 
that he had informed the Old Coun- 
try meeting that as far as war pro- 
duction in Canada was concerned, it 
was equal to, if not greater than, 
any other country in thé world.

The cost-of-living in Edmonton 
is much higher than what the 
government suggests, Dan Knott, 
chairman of the Edmonton trades 
and labor council committee en- 
quiring into the cost of living ine 
dex, told members of the Con- 
sumer’s League at a meeting 
held in the PubliLibrary Monday 
night. 

The cost-of-living was said to be 
not increased enough to warrant an 
increase in the cost-of-living honus, 
he said, as he termed the bonus a 
“sore point.” No two organizations 
paid the same bonus, he continued, 
showing that some peopie received 
| 60 cents a week while others were 
| paid much more. 


PRICES HIGHER 

| Prices in Edmonton, as quoted in 
| the Labor Gazette, were found to be 
up considerably in local stores, and 
|he felt wage-earners in the lower 
| brackets were justly entitled to 
|a greater cost-of-living bonus. 

He mentioned the raises in 
| meat prices, in one instance, a 
difference of 12.2 per cent since 
August, 1941. Groceries were said 
to be found nine per cent higher 
in local stores than the prices 
quoted, while clothing for men 
rose 288 per cent from 1940, 
Women's clothing rose 51.5 per 
cent.
